inforced from time to time by 
natural causes. For instance, 
let us say that several years 
have passed since a success- 
ful vaccination- Some protec- 
tion remains. The vaccinated 
person then comes in contact, 
but not very strongly, with the 
disease. The exposire is not 
enough to cause the disease, 
>et it is enough to incite the 
creation of more antibodies. 


Vaccination Reinforced 


In this way. the original re- 


sult of the vaccination is rein- 
forced. But clearly one cannot 
depend on such chance rein- 
forcement of immunity. That is 
why boosters, or periodic ad- 
ded vaccinations are recom- 
mended. 


The U. S. government (and 


some other governments, as 


well) insist that people enter- 
ing the country (including those 
who have just been away on a 
trip abroad) show proof of hav- 
ing had a smallpox vaccination 
within three years. Otherwise 
UK -e can be no certainty that 
the persons may not be coming 
down with smallpox, and spread* 
ing the virus among others who 
may not ha\e had a vaccina- 
tion since school days. 


We can tell from the number 


of "takes" when giving boosters 
to adults that a great many 
people have lost their immunity. 


With influenza, vaccination ap- 


pears to provide immunity for a 
much shorter time, a matter of 
months instead of years, and a 
booster even- year is advisable 
(two 
inoculations, 
about 
a 


month apart, if you did not 
have flu vaccine the year be- 
fore > 


Tetanus is another for which 


the safe rule is to have periodic 
boosters. Even' five years is 
probably adequate 


Mild Virus Forms 


How often polio boosters will 


be needed is not \et apparent. 
We haven't had polio vaccine 
long enough to know. It is prob- 
able that enough polio virus is 
s»:H present in mild form, or 
among people who still have not 
been immunized, to do some 
"natural booster" sen-ice. But 
I feel safer to give a booster 
even three or four years. 


I don't know that it is neces- 


sary for you to remember when 
you need vaccinations. It's bet- 
ter to have your doctor keep 
>our immunization record in his 
files, and gives them as requir- 
ed, 
including 
less common 


"shots" which are of particular 
value if you do any traveling 
abroad. I am a strong booster

These two Russians, because

Troubles in Quebec 


Probably little has surprised Americans 


more in the affairs of other nations recent- 
ly than the threats of violence and upheaval 
in Quebec. Even the Queen was in danger, 
it appeared, on her recent visit to Canada. 


This is something we expect in the tur- 


bulent affairs of Latin America, or among 
the uneducated people of Africa or Asia or 
from those under the iron fist of a tyrant. 
But Quebec is our neighbor, where we need 
no border guards. Its more radical demands 
for complete independence from Canada 
seem almost as if Milwaukee rather than 
the Braves wanted to leave Wisconsin. 


But there is a long history of simmer- 


Ing discontent and even potential revolt 
in French Canada. The really basic problem 
is that the Canadians are not one people; 
the French Canadians consider themselves 
French and alien to the rest of the country. 
Those more recently arrived from other 
European countries tend to become as- 
similated with the English rather than the 
French. 


Today's emphasis upon a new order of 


things for Quebec is explained by William 
Griffith of M.I.T. in Foreign Affairs. '-Que- 
bec has experienced waves of French Cana- 
dian nationalism before, but they were al- 
ways worn down by the overwhelming 
force of their traditionalist opponents and 
by the lack of full endorsement by the Que- 
bec Roman Catholic clergy." But the Lib- 
eral Party, which swept to power in 1960 
and is pressing for more autonomy, "won 
because Quebec has changed decisively and 
for good, both in economics and in psy- 
chology. . . . Young French Canadians in 
their twenties and thirties, pulled into 
cities from the farms by the rapid indus- 
trialization, had lost the traditional moor- 
ings of the agrarian, clerical society. . . . 
They could see how rich Quebec was and 
how relatively little of its riches benefitted 
French Canadians.... The worldwide wave 
of decoionialization, and notably the inde- 
pendence of French - speaking African 
states, added to their determination to be 
masters in their own house."

This is an extent of "state's rights'' 
which is unthinkable even in Mississippi as 
far as the United States system is concern- 
ed since all such policies have always been 
the responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment. But the French Canadians do not 
want to "be recognized as just another one 
of the ten provinces of Canada but as the 
home and representative of the vast ma- 
jority of French Canadians who make up 
one of the two founding nations of Cana- 
da, and that this recognition bring spe- 
cific political, cultural and economic re- 
sults." 


We have often regretted that so rmch 


of the heritage of other countries has been 
lost when immigrants come to the United 
States. In their eagerness to become full- 
fledged Americans, they quickly lost touch 
with customs and language which their chil- 
dren and grandchildren could use to the 
advantage of the nation and themselves to- 
day 


But it was also this insistence by the 


immigrants upon becoming Americans and 
having their children become Americans, 
not transplanted Hungarians, Germans or 
Irish, which necessitated cutting the bonds 
to the mother countries. And this in turn, 
in spite of the variety of backgrounds, na- 
tionalities and religions, has made us es- 
sentially one people. We are Americans 
first and our individual or group ties to a 
former country come second. The people 
who live in Quebec are first last and al- 
ways French Canadians.

We have the ''highest stand- 


ard of living"' ir, the world — 
so high, indeed, that it keeps 
us broke to maintain it: and a 
family is said to be living 
within its income if it doesn't 
have to borrow money to pay 
income taxes. 


As parents, we hope our 


children will be superior to 
us: but when they grow old- 
er, if they tend to look down 
their noses at our tastes and 
inciinauons. we deeply resent 
their "superior air." 


As voters, most of us 
are 


proud that we vote for "the 
man" rather than for "the 
party;" but the blunt fact is 
that when the man gets in, he 
is more often the tool of his 
party than its leader. 


We are proud of the faculty 


o? "reason" and call upon it 
to justify most of our convic- 
tions and attitudes; but we 
rarely, if ever, employ the 
faculty of reason in a way 
that would enable us to ree- 
ognixe how unreasonable we 
are. 


Whenever someoDt proposes 


a reform that might pinch us 
in a delicate area <the pock- 
e?book or the prejudices!, we 
object to it on the grounds that 
"you can't change human na- 
ture:" yet. if we ask our chil- 
dren to modify their conduct 
and they reply "You can't 
change human nature," we 
brush aside their 
objection 


(and rightfully so) as irrele- 
vant 
impertinent and self- 


sen-ing. 


We think the police ought to 


have more power to handle 
suspects and offenders: while 
at the same time, we decry 
the loss of '-personal liber- 
ties" by government usurpa- 
tion; just as we ask for "weak- 
er 
government" 
while de- 


manding g r e a t e r military 
strength — and we fafl to see, 
much less resolve, this con- 
tradiction in attitudes. 


We reject and deny the "eco- 


nomic determinism" of Marx, 
which insists that pecuniary 
motives are the driving force 
in human history; yet, at the 
same time, we make this the 
basis of our "incentive" sys- 
tem, and insist with equal fer- 
vor that to limit 
pecuniary 


drives is to sabotage '"the 
American way." 


And, finally, the most over- 


powering paradox of all—that 
when we have systematically 
denied the rights of others, 
and these others finally stand 
up for their rights, we com- 
plain bitterly that 
granting 


them would abrogate or re- 
strict our own rights, which 
we consider divine, immu- 
table, and inalienable 
(but 


only for us).
